state, Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
Cartloads of the flowers are carried 
av, ay, but there seems to be no diminxi- 
tion in the supply.

Then one boat v\ill set a 
zigzag trawl by rtacking against the 
wind, another will run n straight-a way 
course, so that the trawls, \sblle all 
converging tern arc] the vessel, do not in- 
teref ere v\ ith one another Then, too, 
the fishermen can da foggj weather 
get 'back to the -\ essel by simply under- 
running their trails. .Our fishermen 
stt theirs where they think they will 
hook the most fish, and the vessel, in- 
stead of coming to 'anchor, cruises 
about where she put the dories over — 
Gustav Kotfoe, in St Nicholas.

PHIZE BJNG 


Last March tharo was a contest at 


Oarson City m tbo prize ring between 
two trained athlete", whoso muscles 
were almost us hard and as tough QB 
hickory. The rmiquished in that con- 
teat, though stunned for ten or twelve 
seconds, was about on tha streets of 
San Francisco the next day, apparently 
little the worse for the part he took in 
the contest. Nevada, because of this 
contest, which was no worse than fights 
which are licensed in the great cities 
almost daily, was held up to scorn and 
ridicule of the public in very many of 
the newspapers of the country and 
pictured as the most lawless and bar- 
barous community on the continent. 
Now what ia known as the "college 
rush" has taken place at the State Uni- 
veisity of California and one of the 
results is given in the papers as fol- 
lows : 


"Benjamin Kurtz, a newly entered 


Freshman, was found Monday night 
wandering about the campus after the 
msh between the lower classes. Half 
dazed, his jaw broken, his face a bleed- 
ing mass, he was taken in and an ex- 
amination made of his injuries. It was 
found that in tho straggle noine stu- 
dent had planted his heel in Kurtz's 
face, leaving a mark which will disfig- 
ure him for life, and producing proba- 
bly permanent injury to his brain. A 
piece ol flesh had been torn from one 
nostril, and the upper lip hung only by 
a ragged shred. All the front teeth 
bad been kicked out. Four teeth had 
been knocked out> of the lower jaw, 
and the jawbone was broken where 
they had been lodged. Both the upper 
and lower jaws were smashed." 


Kurtz is a young man who was just 


admitted us a student at the Univer- 
sity. He was not trained for fighting 
and did not anticipate such brutal 
treatment from his fellow students. 
He was kicked into insensibility, his 
jaws broken und his face disfigured 
for life. 
This brutality was permitted 


on the campus of the State University 
and the editoi of ihe Occident, the 
students' organ, thinks it is "one of 
the finest of our University customs." 


Strange as it may seem not one of 


the newspapsrs which so roundly de- 
nounced Nevada for peimitting Gor- 
bett and Fitzsimmocis to tost then 
skill and powers of endurance in a 
ring have spoken haishly of, much less 
condemned those 
who maltreated 


young Kurtz ttnd disfigured him for 
lite or have a word to aay against the 
University authorities 
who permit 


such outrages to be perpetrated under 
the guise of college sports. 


GENERAL JAMES G. JLiONGSrnHEi, tho 


fnmons Confederate, who surrendered 
during the v?rfr, became a Republican 
and was appointed Dnited States Mar- 
shal 
for Georgid, had

again, this time to Miss Ellen Dortcb, 
and is to be married to-day in the 
Executive Mansion at Atlanta, Georgia. 
The old warrior was born in 1821 and 
graduated from West Point m 1842. He 
is76 years of ago and the bride is only 
22. General Longstreet \vas .1 brave 
officer and served with distinction in 
the Mexican War, and that ho is a 
bra^e old man ia pi oved by his de- 
termination to marry a young lady of 
22 years. 


THE wave of prosperity has struck 


Eureka county. The Sentinel says ttfe 
total valuation 
of property in the 


county this year is $1,584,922 50, an in- 
crease over last year of $6,135. Tiie 
Board of Equalization miiy possibly 
tnnke somo reductions, but it is uot 
likely that the total will be materially 
changed.

A Recent Scientific Discovery In 


Leipzig. 


Bacteria, dangerous to health and 


life, have been found in. the air we 
bi euthe, the water we drink, in, various 
kinds of food, and even in the muci- 
lage of the ubiquitous postage stamp, 
but it remained for the eminent Ger- 
man scientist, Dr. Waipmann, oiLeip- 
?ie, to discover the poisonous bacteriu 
living1 and thriving in ink 


He has recently made-a microscopical 


examination of 67 samples, of ink used 
in. the schools in Oeranany and in other 
countries. 
Most of these were gall 


inis, and contain various sorts of bac- 
teria, as well as those of other minute 
orguuisms known in the scientific world 
as snprophytes and micrococci. 
Ni- 


grosin ink taken from a freshly opened 
bottle, which had up to that time been 
tightly corked and sealed, was found 
to contain bacteria, in large quantities. 
Bed and blue inks of the sort.so fre- 
quently used in offices also yielded nxi- 
HICTOUS bacteria 


To determine whether or not these 


bacteria were really as poisonous as 
chemical analysis would seem to sug- 
gest, Dr. Warpmann decided to "culti- 
ipte" some specimens for actual ex- 
periments. The result of these experi- 
ments shoTsed that a bacillus from 
01 clumpy black ink would, if introduced 
into the blood of a mouse, prove fatal 
vi-'thm four days 
Similar experi- 


ments the doctor in the interest of sci- 
ence performed upon, other small am- 
imals—rabbits, guinea-pigs and the like 
—always with the same fatal result.

MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT. 


A Comparison of Hug lieu and American 


Cities. 


The difference an American would 


discover in d conpideration of English 
city government is the composition of 
tho governing body, tho city council. 
Tu the "United States very generally the 
town is ruled by a mayor and a board 
of supervisors of limited number. The 
mayor has a veto upon oidinancos 
passed 'oy tho board but otbeiwise'lie 
lalter is free to dot us, it pleare». This 
power i?, naturally, quite enormous iu 
a large city where there are numeions 
municipal offices to be filled every four 
ears and bis position has of teu called 
orth justifiable tirades against one- 
man power and influence. 
While the 


mayor has the suspensory power of a 


eto, still, in many cases "a ring" in 
he board of supervisor will often flud 
tself powerful enough to pass meas- 
ures over his head no matter how valid

These weaknesses and imperfections 
re met and overcome in the English 
ystem in several ways. The position 
if city councilmen is made a post of 
honor and a reward for assiduity and 
diligence in the'management of city af- 
airs and, like many other British off- 
ces, entirely without remuneration. 
In. this way the best possible element 
s induced into politics and tho ablest 
and most desirable citizens are induced 
,u assume tbe burdens of ci»ic activity. 
Then, too, the position of tbe mayor is 
opped of all its discretionary power 
under the American system. Iu Bng- 
.and 
tbe Lord Mayor acts merely as a 


Igure head, represents tho city on stjate 
occasions), calls to order tbe meetings 
of the city council, but otherwise acts 
only in the capacity of an ordinary 
councilman. The most essential dif- 
ference in the two schems of govern- 
ment is the perfection and develope 
ment which the committee system has 
attained under English influence. The 
entire municipal administration is ac 
complisbed in a number of committee 
who report periodically to the main 
body for general instructions but who 
otherwise have original and exclusiv 
jurisdiction over the subjects that come 
under their cognizance. There is a 
committee on finance, one on 1'ealth 
one on public works), another on or 
dinance, etc., and each councilman 
must serve on at Isast two of these 
The larger committees are sub-divide 
for matter of detail into sub-commit 
tees so that each councilman, beside 
his general duties in council, has a dls 
tinct portion of city admiaistiatio 
resting directly on bis shoulders. Fo 
illustration let us take the city of Qlas 
gow. 


Glasgow is divided for municipal 


purposes iuto twenty-five wards each 
electing three members to the town 
council, one of whom retires annually. 
These, together with the mayor or pr 
vost aud two hpnoraiy guild deans, 
make a grand committee of seventy- 
eight which goveins the city iu all its 
affairs. The council appoints all city 
olBcors directly, selects all heads of 
departments and conditions tho tei in of 
office only by good behavior aud ca- 
pacity to preform the work required 
by tbe position. 


In order to form an estimate of the 


amount aud sn idea ot the character of 
the work performed by one of these 
departments we will consider for a 
moment the sanitary or health depart- 
ment. 
A council committee of eigh- 


toen with snb-eommittees on cleansing 
aud hospitals supervises tho entire 
sanitary administration of the city. 
Tho department proper is under the
